THE INVISIBLE OVERHEAD 


Taxes in Ohio must be reduced, not along lines 


that will cripple any of our institutions, but with the 
view of ridding the various political subdivisions of 
the invisible overhead. One of the chief reasons this 
has not been brought about before is the fact that 
many politicians have thought rather of expediency 
than real public service. 


For instance, a condition is brought to our mind 


of a certain county in this state where a county su- 
perintendent of schools gets a salary of $5.000. He 
has an assistant at $3,600 and a stenographer at 
$1,800, making a total of $10.400 for the supervision 
of four centralized schools. 


In this same county the health officer gets $2.400. 


His assistant gets $2,000 and the law provides a 
bookkeeper at $1,800. During the last year the de- 
partment spent $1,400 in addition to the salaries of 
those in the department. The bookkeeper had the 
enormous task, in a year's time, of keeping track of 
that $1,400 and paving the salary of herself and the 
health officer and his assistant. Six thousand dollars 
was necessary in this county to supervise the spend- 
ing of $1,400. 


Another invisible overhead in the same county 


provides for a humane officer to see that children 
are supported by their delinquent parents and he 
pays an attorney $1,800 a year for advice that ought 
to come from the office of the county prosecutor. 


These are but a few incidents of invisible over- 


head in counties. "Would you do away with school 
supervision f Xo! Of too much supervision! Yes! 


Would you do away with health supervision? 


Absolutely, in the smaller counties where a health of- 
ficer at a big salary is not necessary. 


"Would you do away with the humane officer? 


Certainly, when the work is a part of and can be done 
by the prosecuting attorney. 


This sort of a program may not suit some politi- 


cians who want the "plums"' "for themselves or the 
"faithful/' but it is common sense and the folks in 
the counties will welcome it.

plate worth $100 and pawns it 
for $50, and thereupon squanders 
the money, is arrested and put in 
prison it seems ag if some scheme 
could bo worked out to make tho 
prisoner earn $100 to be sri-.cn 
back to the owner of the plate. 


"The question is how this can 


be done. 
As a matter of fact the 


earnings for the man when he is 
prisoner becomes at once on en- 
tering the prison a debtor to the 
state which feeds him and clothes 
him and amuses him. 
That is 


the first charge against the in- 
mate. The second charge is a suf- 
ficient sum pat aside out of his 
released to keep him from becom- 
ing a papuer and a burden upon 
the community, otherwise ,ie will 
soon be in again and become a 
recidivist. Part of this sum from 
time to time should go to the 
support of
